Resident  and  nonresident  archery  permit  holders  were  randomly  sampled 
from  our  license  database.  Hunting  and  harvest  data  were  acquired  via 
telephone  for  resident  license  holders  and  via  mail  survey  for 
nonresidents . 

Definitions 


TOTAL  HUNTERS . The  number  of  hunters  who  hunted  one  or  more  days 

HUNTER  DAYS . Sum  of  whole  days  or  portions  of  days  hunted 

PERCENT  SUCCESS . The  number  of  successful  hunters  divided  by  the 

total  number  of  hunters  and  multiplied  by  100 
TOTAL  KILL . Estimated  total  kill  for  all  age/sex  classes 


Explanations 


The  archery  hunting  and  harvest  statistics  are  estimates  made  from  a 
sample  of  3,086  returned  questionnaires  representing  about  12%  of 
the  26,465  archery  permit  holders.  Due  to  the  small  sample  size, 
estimates  are  reported  only  at  the  regional  and  state  level. 

The  antler  statistics  for  mule  deer,  whitetail  deer,  and  elk  are 
actual  frequencies  within  the  sample  and  are  not  expanded  estimates. 

All  estimates  represented  are  rounded  to  the  nearest  whole  number.  It 
is  for  this  reason  that  rows  and  columns  do  not  always  agree  exactly 
with  row  or  column  totals  given. 

In  the  archery  mule  deer  and  whitetail  reports  for  licnese  years  1987 
and  1988,  numbers  for  hunters  and  hunter  days  represented  deer  hunters 
and  were  the  same  for  mule  deer  and  for  whitetail  deer.  Percent 
success  for  mule  deer  and  whitetail  were  separate  estimates  and  were 
calculated  as  mule  deer  or  whitetail  deer  kill  divided  by  total  deer 
hunters  and  multiplied  by  100.  For  license  years  1989  -  1992,  we 
asked  for  days  hunted  for  mule  deer  and  for  whitetail  deer  separately. 
Because  of  this,  the  estimates  for  hunters,  hunter  days,  and  percent 
success  for  the  two  species  are  independent  and  cannot  be  compared 
directly  with  estimates  from  the  previous  two  years.

Explanations 


The  black  bear  hunting  and  harvest  statistics  are  estimates  made  from 
a  sample  of  7,889  returned  questionnaires  representing  about  29%  of 
the  26,776  black  bear  license  holders.  Confidence-interval  estimates 
are  given  for  hunters,  hunter  days,  and  total  harvest.  Confidence 
intervals  are  given  at  the  80  percent  confidence  level,  meaning  that 
the  actual  value  will  be  between  the  lower  and  upper  limit  in  four  out 
of  five  cases.  The  relative  precision  of  the  estimate  increases  with 
the  size  of  the  estimate.  Statewide  estimates  have  greater  relative 
precision  than  regional  estimates. 

All  estimates  represented  are  rounded  to  the  nearest  whole  number.  It 
is  for  this  reason  that  rows  and  columns  do  not  always  agree  exactly 
with  row  or  column  totals  given. 

There  were  two  changes  in  hunting  regulations  and  districts  beginning 
in  1992  that  affect  the  interpretation  of  these  black  bear  hunting  and 
harvest  statistics.  Region  eight  was  created  and  the  black  bear  license 
was  removed  from  the  nonresident  big  game  combination  license.  Several 
hunting  districts  from  regions  three  and  four  were  combined  to  create 
region  eight  making  hunting  and  harvest  trend  data  for  regions  three  and 
four  not  comparable  between  years  before  and  after  the  creation  of 
region  eight.  The  removal  of  the  black  bear  license  from  the  big  game 
combination  license  was  the  main  reason  there  were  15,036  fewer  bear 
license  holders  than  there  were  in  1991.

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PREFACE 


1992-1993  MOUNTAIN  LION  HUNTING,  HARVEST,  AND  CHASE  REPORT 
Survey  Approach 


The  mountain  lion  hunting,  harvest,  and  chase  survey  was  conducted  in 
two  phases  for  1992-1993.  A  mountain  lion  hunting,  harvest,  and  chase 
questionnaire  was  mailed  to  all  1992  mountain  lion  license  holders  at 
the  end  of  the  hunting  or  chase  season  Sep.  15,  1992  through  Feb.  15, 
1993.  Questionnaires  for  the  hunting  or  chase  season  were  returned 
from  1,154  (52%)  of  the  2,215  people  who  purchased  a  mountain  lion 
license.  A  mountain  lion  chase  questionnaire  was  mailed  to  all  1992 
mountain  lion  license  holders  at  the  end  of  the  chase  only  season  Feb. 
16,  1993  through  Apr.  30,  1993.  Questionnaires  for  the  chase  only 
season  were  returned  from  955  (43%)  of  the  2,215  people  who  purchased 
a  mountain  lion  license.  Expanded  estimates  of  hunting,  harvest  and 
chase  activities  were  made  from  the  returned  sample.  Frequency 
distributions  were  calculated  for  answers  to  the  hunting  and  harvest 
questions .

Explanations 


The  relative  precision  of  the  estimate  increases  with  the  size  of 
the  estimate.  Regional  estimates  have  greater  relative  precision 
than  district  estimates  and  the  statewide  estimates  have  the 
greatest  relative  precision. 

All  valid  response  data  were  used  in  the  estimates  even  when  some 
data  fields  were  missing.  This  is  the  reason  for  the  unknown 
categories  given  in  the  report.  Chase  activity  in  an  unknown  or 
invalid  hunting  district  within  a  valid  region  is  represented  as 
"RXX"  where  R  is  the  regional  number  1  through  8.  An  unknown 
district  in  an  unknown  region  is  represented  as  "XXX".  The  unknown 
district  or  region  activities  are  still  incorporated  into  the 
regional  or  state  totals  respectively. 

All  estimates  represented  are  rounded  to  the  nearest  whole  number. 
It  is  for  this  reason  that  sums  calcualted  from  the  report  do  not 
always  agree  exactly  with  the  totals  given. 

Several  hunting  districts  from  regions  three  and  four  were  combined 
in  1992  to  create  region  eight.

LICENSES  &  GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Mountain  goat  licenses  are  awarded  through  special 
drawings. 

Applications  must  be  postmarked  by  the  U.S.  Postal  Serv¬ 
ice  no  later  than  June  1 . 

There  is  no  ARCHERY  ONLY  season  for  goat. 

A  new  1991  law  states  that  an  applicant  who  receives  a 
goat  license  is  not  eligible  to  receive  another  license  for 
goat  for  the  next  succeeding  seven  years.  For  example,  if 
you  received  a  goat  license  in  1 991 ,  you  may  not  apply  for 
another  until  1999. 


MANDATORY  REPORTING  REQUIREMENTS 

Any  person  taking  a  mountain  goat  must  present  the  com¬ 
plete  head  with  horns  attached  or  the  top  portion  of  the  skull 
with  horns  attached  to  a  department  official  within  1 0  days  of 
the  date  of  kill.

LICENSES  &  GENERAL  INFORMATION 


•  A  sportsperson  may  purchase  only  one  mountain  lion  li¬ 
cense  per  year. 

•  Mountain  lion  licenses  are  available  only  at  Fish,  Wildlife 
and  Parks  offices. 

•  Applications  must  be  postmarked  by  the  U.S.  Postal  Serv¬ 
ice  no  later  than  August  31 . 

•  A  sportsperson  may  legally  take  one  adult  mountain  lion 
per  season. 

•  A  sportsperson  may  legally  begin  the  chase  season  any 
time  after  kill  is  made  or  when  the  quota  is  reached  in  a 
district  and  the  hunting  season  is  closed  in  its  entirety. 

•  A  sportsperson  should  obtain  the  chase  permit  afthe  time 
the  lion  license  is  purchased. 

•  When  the  total  quota  is  reached  in  a  hunting  district  or 
hunting  district  group,  the  mountain  lion  season  for  that 
area  will  close  upon  48-hour  notice,  but  no  later  than  Feb¬ 
ruary  15. 

•  When  the  female  subquota  is  reached  in  the  hunting  dis¬ 
trict  or  hunting  district  group,  the  lion  season  will  remain 
open  for  only  male  (Tom)  lion  until  the  total  quota  is 
reached  and  then  the  area  will  close  upon  48  hour  notice 
but  no  later  than  February  15. 

•  Females  with  kittens  may  not  be  taken.  If  a  lactating  fe¬ 
male  is  killed,  she  shall  be  backtracked  and  the  kittens 
captured  and  turned  over  to  the  Department  of  Fish,  Wild¬ 
life  and  Parks.  (Kittens  are  young  of  the  year.)  No  juveniles 
(with  body  spots)  shall  be  killed. 


•  The  mountain  lion  license  and  tag  must  be  attached  to  the 
animal  immediately  upon  kill. 

•  Evidence  of  sex  must  remain  naturally  intact  on  the  hide. 

•  Evidence  of  sex  must  be  verified  by  department  personnel 
before  a  trophy  license  is  issued.  It  will  also  be  mandatory 
that  skulls  be  turned  in  and  tagged  at  the  time  a  trophy  li¬ 
cense  is  issued. 

•  All  Wildlife  Management  Areas  and  National  Wildlife  Ref¬ 
uges  are  closed  to  lion  hunting. 

•  Current  harvest  information  may  be  obtained  by  calling 
the  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks  Headquarters  in  the  adminis¬ 
trative  region  where  the  district  is  located  during  normal 
business  hours.  See  Regional  Headquarters  listing,  page 
6. 

USE  OF  DOGS: 

•  Dogs  may  be  used  to  chase  or  hunt  mountain  lions  within 
prescribed  seasons.  Lion  hunting  and  chase  seasons  are 
open  for  a  portion  of  each  day  from  one-half  hour  before 
sunrise  to  one-half  hour  after  sunset  for  the  dates  listed  by 
hunting  district. 

•  It  is  prohibited  for  a  dog  owner  or  lion  hunter  to  release 
dogs  on  a  lion  track,  or  allow  dogs  to  chase  a  lion,  or  hold 
a  lion  at  bay  during  any  period  of  the  day  or  year  when  the 
season  is  not  open  to  hunting  or  chasing  lions. 

•  Legitimate  attempts  to  retrieve  loose  dogs  after  legal 
hunting  hours  does  not  constitute  a  violation  of  this  rule.

MOUNTAIN  LION  —  TROPHY 

A  sportsperson  harvesting  a  mountain  lion  must: 

•  Personally  report  their  lion  kill  within  48  hour  to  an  officer 
of  the  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks  in  the  admin¬ 
istrative  region  (see  Regional  Headquarters  listing,  page 
6)  where  the  kill  was  made,  and  must  personally  present 
the  hide  and  skull  within  10  days  to  an  officer  of  the  De¬ 
partment  residing  in  the  administrative  region  in  which  the 
license  was  filled,  for  the  purpose  of  inspection,  tagging, 
recording  of  kill,  and  issuance  of  a  trophy  license. 

•  The  metal  hide  tag  must  thereafter  remain  attached  to  the 
hide  until  tanned. 

•  The  metal  skull  tag  must  remain  attached  to  the  skull  for  at 
least  one  year. 

•  The  lion  skull  will  be  retained  by  the  Department  of  Fish, 
Wildlife  and  Parks  for  processing  and  examination  and 
then  returned  to  the  owner. 

•  It  is  unlawful  for  anyone  to  possess,  ship  or  transport  any 
mountain  lion,  or  part  thereof,  unless  they  have  been 
tagged  as  prescribed.

HUNTING  REGULATIONS 

STATE  OF  MONTANA  t 


General  Regulations 

These  regulations  apply  to  all  legally  described  black  bear  hunting  dis¬ 
tricts. 

Licenses  —  The  following  licenses  are  available  at  all  Fish,  Wildlife 
and  Parks  offices  and  most  license  agents  throughout  the  state. 

Conservation  License  (Prerequisite) . $4.00  Res.  &  $5.00  Non-Res. 

Resident  Black  Bear  License . $  11.00 

Nonresident  Black  Bear  License . $120.00 

Baiting  —  It  is  illegal  to  bait  bears  or  to  hunt  bears  with  dogs. 

Clothing  Color  —  During  the  “gun”  season,  any  person  hunting  or  ac¬ 
companying  a  sportsperson  as  an  outfitter  or  guide  must  wear  a  mini¬ 
mum  of  400  square  inches  of  hunter  orange  (fluorescent)  material 
above  the  waist,  visible  at  all  times. 

Evidence  of  Sex  —  A  sportsperson  harvesting  a  black  bear  must  leave 
evidence  of  sex  naturally  intact  on  the  hide,  and  if  required  by  the  de¬ 
partment,  must  physically  go  back  to  the  kill  site  for  inspection. 

Game  Limit  —  A  sportsperson  may  legally  harvest  one  black  bear  per 
license  year.  Female  bears  with  young  and  individual  cubs  may  not  be 
harvested. 

Grizzly  Bear  —  Any  accidental  taking  of  a  grizzly  bear  shall  be  reported 
within  five  (5)  days  of  occurrence,  to  the  Director,  Montana  Department 
of  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks,  1420  East  Sixth  Avenue,  Helena,  MT  59620 
and  to  the  U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service,  Division  of  Law  Enforcement, 
P.O.  Box  25486,  DFC,  Denver,  CO  80225. 

Hunter  Education  —  Both  residentand  nonresident  youths  12-17years 
of  age  must  provide  a  Certificate  of  Competency  in  the  safe  handling  of 
firearms  before  they  may  purchase  a  hunting  license. 

Bowhunters  —  12-17  years  of  age  are  required,  in  addition  to  firearm 
safety,  to  provide  a  Certificate  of  Competency  in  the  safe  handling  of 
bow  hunting  tackle  from  the  National  Bowhunter  Education  Program. 

All  adult  (18  years  of  age  or  older)  first-time  bowhunters  must  show 
proof  of  an  NBEF  Bowhunter  Education  Certificate  to  purchase  a  Bow 
and  Arrow  license  OR  present  any  prior  years’  bow  and  arrow  license, 
stamp,  tag,  or  permit  from  any  state  or  province. 

Hunting  Hours  —  Hunting  hours  begin  one-half  hour  before  sunrise 
and  end  one-half  hour  after  sunset.  See  official  sunrise-sunset  table  in 
the  1992  Big  Game  Hunting  Regulations. 

Landowner  Permission  —  A  sportsperson  pursuing  black  bear  must 
secure  permission  from  the  landowner,  lessee  or  their  agent  before 
hunting  on  private  property,  even  if  the  land  is  not  posted. 

Mandatory  Reporting  Requirements  —  Within  ten  (10)  days  of  harvest¬ 
ing  a  black  bear,  the  successful  sportsperson  must  present  to  an  offi¬ 
cial  of  the  department  within  the  administrative  region  where  the  kill 
was  made,  the  bear  skull  for  purposes  of  removal  of  a  tooth  for  aging. 
See  Exceptions  listed  under  the  500  series  districts. 
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NOTICE  OF  BLACK  BEAR  CLOSURE 
Portion  of  Hunting  District  141 

By  order  of  the  Montana  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks  Commission,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  described  area  in  Flathead  County  shall  be  closed  to  all  hunting 
of  black  bear. 

Beginning  at  the  Java  railroad  trestle  crossing  U.S.  Highway  2  at  the  Gla¬ 
cier  National  Park  entrance,  thence  easterly  along  U.S.  Highway  2  to  U.S. 
Forest  Service  trail  number  155  (Big  River  trail),  thence  southerly  along 
said  trail  to  trail  number  489  (Edna  Creek  -  Tranquil  Basin  trail),  thence 
easterly  along  said  trail  to  the  divide  between  Spruce  Creek  and  Tranquil 
Basin,  thence  easterly  along  said  divide  and  continuing  easterly  along 
the  divide  between  Devil,  Moose,  Goat,  and  Lynx  creeks  to  a  point  above 
Geifer  Lake,  thence  northerly  along  the  divide  between  Devil  Creek  and 
Grizzly  Creek  to  U.S.  Highway  2  at  the  Geifer  Creek  bridge,  thence  north¬ 
easterly  along  said  highway  to  the  Fielding  Road,  thence  northerly  along 
said  road  to  the  Glacier  National  Park  boundary,  thence  southwesterly 
along  said  boundary  to  the  point  of  beginning.

in  administrative  Region  5  for  purposes  of  inspection,  recording  sex  and 
removing  a  tooth  for  aging.  The  hide  and  head  must  be  retained  even 
though  damaged.
